Machine for Making Paper Tubes. | 








A new machine for making paper 
tubes resembles in some respects an ordi- | 
nary lathe, in. that it is provided with head 
and tail spindles for supporting and driving 
a mandrel, and by which thin paper from a 
reel and-in a strip of considerable width | 
may be wound spirally and continuously 
from end to end of the mandrel to form a 
tube of proper thickness, paste or other ad- 
hesive substance being employed to produce | 
adhesion between the overlapping and su- 
perposed spiral convolutions. 

This machine has head and tail .spindles 
for supporting a rotating mandrel, 
tary feed shaft and a main sliding carriage 
operated thereby and caused to travel along 


shears or ways similar to those of a lathe.

Upon the main sliding carriage there is a 
rotary carriage or turn table and a paper 
reel or drum mounted to rotate ina substan- 
tially vertical plane on the rotary carriage 
or turn table, and with its diametrical and 
axial.centre substantially in line with the 
centre of the rotary carriage or turn table. 
When the wheel is thus arranged relatively 
to the rotary carriage, the carriage and wheel 
may be readily adjusted to give the-paper a 
direction oblique to the, mandrel, either in 
one direction or the other, from a central 
line, and thus bind it spirally upon the man- 
drel from either end alternately toward the 
other end. Although the rotary carriage or 
turn table may be considered as supported 
upon the main sliding carriage, it is directly 
mounted upon a carriage which is fitted to 
slide on the main carriage and transversely 
to its line of movement and to the length of 
the mandrel, and the rotary carriage or turn 
table may be formed with a circle of worm 
teeth, with which engages a tangential worm | 
er screw for shifting it. 

The paste applying rolls are pressed by 
springs against the paper tube on the man- 
drel during its formation, and preferably the 
paste box, in which the rolls are journaled, | 
is guided in a saddle fitted upon the main 
sliding carriage and is supported in the sad- 
dle by springs. 


A pressure roll bears upon the top of the 
tube during its formation and produces the 
firm union of the spiral convolutions by

ends of the roll, so that during the swinging 
movement of the arm the roll will always be | 
maintained parallel with the mandrel. 

There is a post having a disk cutter 
mounted upon it and a socket on each side 
of the upper sliding carriage for receiving 
the post and to enable it to be used for cut- 
ting off first one end and then the other of 
the paper tube. 

The head and tail spindles are provided 
with suitable centres for supporting the

Lining Boilers With Lead. 





An improvement has been made in 
the method of lining boilers or digesters in- 
tended to contain or in which are to be used 
sulphur acids or solutions thereof and which 


| have heretofore been lined with a protective 


coating of lead to resist the action of the 
acids and keep the latter out of contact 
with the metal forming the casing or shell 
of the boiler. The difficulty attendant upon 
a lining liable to come loose from the shell, 
and then, from buckling and bending, to 
so as to allow the acid to 
get at and destroy the metal backing or 
casing, has led to the introduction of the 
process described below :

Other things being equal, it is desirable to 
have the water wheels within the mill, so 
that the power may be carried from a first 
horizontal shaft of moderate length directly 
to the main shafts in the different rooms. 
The same principle applies in the case of 
steam engines; but when their fly wheels 
are too large to go inside conveniently, they 
may be placed just outside and still have the 
advantage of belting directly to the princi- 
pal main shafts. 

It is obviously desirable to have the boilers

375 shares of the stock. It is reported that

Jewett have been sold by him to various 
persons in blocks of ten or twelve shares for 
from $900 to $1,100, and his alleged victims 
assert that it has been his custom to make 
out these shares as occasion required, and 
that he signéd his own name and that of 
Mr. Estes thereto. The suspicions of Estes 
& Lauriat were aroused two weeks ago by 
the frequent sales of stock by Mr. Jewett, 
and when they made inquiries Mr. Jewett 
left town ‘* for a few days.’’

of the committee of creditors. In connec 


tion with its report the committee presented 
a copy of Chapter 193, Laws of New York, 
approved April 26, 1890 and entitled: ‘An 
act supplemental to chapter forty, of the 
laws of eighteen hundred and forty-eight, 
entitled: ‘An act toauthorize the formation 
of corporations for manufacturing, mining, 


mechanical or chemical purposes,’ and the 


amendments made thereto.’ 

This act is general in its application, but 
its passage was, in fact, secured to permit 
of the reorganization and consolidation of 
the companies named and for the settlement 
of their liabilities. 

The act authorizes creditors to purchase 
the franchises and property of an insolvent 
corporation, and to form a new corporation 
The procedure to be followed in such cases 
is also prescribed. 

Following is the report of the committee : 


New York, May 17, 1890 
To the Creditors of J. B. Sheffield & Son and the Sau- 
gerties Blank Book Company: 

We, the undersigned, appointed by you a committee, 
report : 

The creditors, representing about 90 per cent. of the 
debts of said corporations, signed the consents hereto- 
fore sent them. 

Your committee was advised by counsel in the law 
that it would be impracticable under the existing stat- 
utés to incorporate a new company according to the 
provisions of those consents. To meet this difficulty 
an amendment to the Manufacturing act was framed 
and passed as Chapter 193 of the Laws of 1890. 

As the consents already given are inapplicable under 
the new act, your committee, under the advice of coun- 
sel, has drawn up a new plan, which is submitted with 
this, and which is to take the place of all former plans 
heretofore submitted to you by the committee. The 
members of the committee are unanimously of the 
opifiion that it will be of advantage to the creditors to 
adopt the plan proposed, as it will enable the creditors 
uniting to take the benefit of all the plantand good will 
of the two corporations, and avoid the consequences of 
the forced sale. It is proper to explain some of the 
provisions of the plan : 

1, It is proposed that the committee receipt for the 
dividends of the several creditors. 

The receiver must sell for cash or its equivalent. If 
the purchase price has to be paid in money it will re- 
quire a large advance to be made by the creditors, but 
if the committee is authorized to receipt for the divi- 
dends the receiver can, under the authority of the 
court, avail himself of these receipts in the passing of 
his accounts, and at once, without any advance on the 
part of the creditors, deliver the property purchased 
and such part of the cash dividends as falls to the unit 
ing creditors to the committee. 

2. It is proposed that the committee be authorized to 
sign in the names of the several creditors to the certiti- 
cate of incorporation. 

This is to avoid the inconvenience of sending the 
papers to the large number of creditors for their signa- 
tures. 

8. It is proposed to authorize the committee to re- 
céipt for stock, with power to deliver it over to the 
trustees of the new corporation. 

This is for the same reason of obvious convenience, 
and also to enable the committee to carry out the ex- 
pectation, that if Mr. Sheffield be employed and con- 
tinue in the employment of the company until the cer- 
tificates of indebtedness have been paid off, the stock 
of the company will be turned over to Mr. Sheffield, 
and also to lodge the voting power and maintain the 
control of the corporation in the hands of the repre- 
sentatives of the creditors. 

The receivers have, and will have, in their hands 
certain proceeds of collections and sales. These 
moneys, with the manufactured and unmanufactured 
stock which the committee may purchase at the re- 
ceiver's sale (if the purchases can be made at a price 
beneficial to the creditors), will serve for working capi- 
tal of the new company. 

Creditors who do not unite in the accompanying plan 
can only receive upon their several claims dividends 
proportionate to the amount now in the hands of the 
receivers, and whatever the property brings at the 
receiver's sale. 

No specific instructions having been given to the 
committee, it will only incorporate a new company if 
creditors representing the debts of the two corporations 
to anamount satisfactory to the committee sign the ac- 
companying plan, and further, the committee will 
use its discretion as to the limit at which it will pur- 
chase the property for the benefit of the creditors, and 
if outside parties are willing to bid a higher price 
than seems to the committee for the interest of the 
creditors to purchase, the plan of incorporating a new 
company will be abandoned, and the creditors in such 
case will receive a cash dividend. 

Conrad N. Jordan, after the making of the last re- 
port, resigned from the presidency of the Western 
National Bank, and also as a member of the committee, 
and Brayton Ives, Mr. Jordan's successor in the bank, 
has been elected a member of the committee

A new composition to be used for 
cleaning the inside of steam boilers, and also 
to be used to prevent scale and incrustations 
from forming upon the inside of the same, 
consists of the following ingredients, com 
bined in the proportions stated, viz.: Soda 
Ash, 75 pounds ; pure mineral oil, 1 gallon ;

Electric Pamp. 





The newest thing in pumps is one 


that works by electricity, the revoluble shell | 


of a rotary pump being wire wrapped so as 
to form an armature like that of an electric 
motor. Here is the description as given : 
There is a fixed hollow shaft, one end of 
which forms the inlet port and the other the 
outlet. This shaft is formed with an eocen- 
tric centre, having an encircling port com- 
municating with the inlet. and discharge 
ports. Upon the shaft is mounted, and 
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adapted to revolve, a shell, which, inclosing 
the eccentric centre, forms at one part or 
line an abutment, and at the remaining por- 
tion a water space. Suitable packing and 
stuffing boxes are used between the parts.

The operation of the device is as follows: 
The electric current passing through the 
brushes and energizing the armature, the 
latter is revolved by the field magnets. The 
shell is therefore rotated, and, through its 
pistons, sucks in and forces out the water. 
An advantage of this form of armature lies 
in the fact that by reason of the hollow 
journals through which the water is passing 
there is no liability to the drawback of hot 


; journals to which high speed electric mo- 


tors are subject.

Fibre Production in America.* 





Hemp culture being already an estab- 
lished American industry, it will not be 
necessary to go into the subject at great 
detail. 

Statistics on hemp production show a 
steady decrease since 1860, probably due to | 
the decline in American ship building and 
to the introduction of manilla fibre or 


‘¢ manilla hemp,’’ produced in such quantity 
in the Philippine Isles. The figures may 
possibly show a slight increase when the 
next census is taken, from the fact that 
considerable quantities of hemp are now 
used in the manufacture of binder twine 
employed in the machine binding grain har- 
vesters and for other purposes, from North- 
ern grown hemp. 

The only hemp which comes into direct 


competition with the best American hemp 


is the Russian. Kentucky hemp, however, 


possesses greater flexibility than that of the 


Russian and can be dressed finer, although | 


the Russian is more equal in length, and, 
while less flexible, is preferred when the 


cordage is to be used for shrouds and stays | 


in the rigging of vessels. The best hemp | 


comes from Italy, though but little of it 


appears in our market. The principal uses | 


of hemp in this country are in the manufac- 
ture of cordage, binder and other twines, 
and for mixing with flax in a cheap grade of 
carpet. Regarding the growth of hemp in 
Kentucky, in former times considerable 
cordage -was manufactured within the bor- 
ders of the State, although in more recent 
years this industry has declined greatly, 
and probably most of the hemp grown in 
the State is manufactured in other sections, 
going to the New York and Boston markets 
chiefly. 

The approximate cost of an acre of hemp 
in Kentucky, counting man and team worth 
$3.50 per day, is as follows :

There is no reason why hemp culture 
should not be extended over a dozen States 
and the product used in manufactures 
which now employ thousands of tons of 
imported fibres. In the manufacture of 
binder twine alone there is an outlet for up- 
ward of 50,000 tons of hemp annually. The 
twine is now made from manilla and sisal 
chiefly, the first being no better than hemp 
and the last named ‘quite inferior. Ameri- 


to the pound than sisal, 5 pounds of Ameri- 
can hemp twine, at the same price per 
pound as sisal, going as far as 6 of sisal, an 
advantage of about 17 per cent. in favor of 
American hemp. 

When the market for binder twine was 
first created, American hemp filled the de- 


mand, the more carefully prepared article, | 


straight or dressed hemp, being employed. 


About ten years ago the demand increased | 


to a point beyond the supply of native 
hemp, and to meet the exigency of the case 
other fibres were employed: Manilla and 
sisal came into use, and as the consumption 
of binder twine grew to its present enor- 
mous proportions, these fibres held their po- 
sition, and hemp was relegated to the back- 
ground. The recent enormously high price 
of sisal and manilla twine has again called 


| 





attention to hemp. By lessening the cost of | 


production by the use of labor saving ma- 
chinery-in all operations of production, it 
has been possible to cheapen hemp, and 
with a little present protection the foreign 
fibres can be driven out of the market and 
the farmer receive a twofold benefit from 
the change. 

The grain growers will be hemp producers, 
and in point of fact will only take from their 
own pockets in buying twine what they get 
for their raw hemp, with the simple cost of 


manufacture and dealers’ profits added. It | 


is proposed as a relief for the American farm. 
ers from the unwarranted high prices of 
binder twine last season to remove the duty 
on certain imported fibres. 

It is claimed thatif manilla, sisal, sunn, 
New Zealand and other hemp substitutes are 
placed on the list of free raw materials it 
will be because some of the farmers in the 
West have demanded it in view of the pres- 
ent agricultural depression, to cheapen the 
present cost of binder twine. No doubt 
should this occur, the few many facturing 
firms in the United States who produce 
binder twine from foreign fibres will thank 
these farmers who have actually aided them 
in the accomplishment of a much desired 
object that they have been unable to bring 
about through their own efforts. There are 
many Western farmers, however, who look

farmers see what is the fact, that every 


pound of binder twine used can be made of 


native grown fibres, that the twine will be 
as good as the best manilla, run as many 
feet to the pound, and can be produced at a 


saving of at least 4. cents a pound from the 
present prices. 
With free foreign fibres the saving to the 


farmers by the removal of the duty will not 
be over a cent a pound, and it remains to 
be seen whether the farmer will get any 


advantage, as the production is now limited 
to a few manufacturers, who, it is claimed, 
even control the supply of raw material, 
thus shutting off all competition. At low 
est estimates we are now importing raw 
fibres and fibre manufactures to the extent 
of $26,000,000 (out of some $44,000,000 to- 
tal imports) that could be saved to the 
country. The Department of Agriculture 
has just initiated an effort to re-establish 
the fibre industry in the United States, that 
the farmers of the country may gradually 
secure to themselves this $26,000,000 through 
the cultivation of two easily grown crops. 
It is needless to say that if these foreign 
hemp substitutes, and jute especially, are 
placed upon the free list, these efforts in a 
measure will be hampered and the farmers 
themselves will be the losers. Both binder 
twine and cotton bagging should be made 
from flax and hemp grown on American 


farms. 


A surer relief for the farmers would be the | 


distributing among them of the $4,000,000 
or $5,000,000 which the production of this 
fibre would mean, with a possible saving of 
$2,000,000 or $3,000,000 more in the differ- 
ence between the price for which a good 
hemp twine could be sold and the prices 
paid last year for a twine of foreign fibre.

Sandy 
or loamy soils are considered most favora- 
ble, the hemp succeeding both on the ‘‘ up- 
lands’’ and in the ‘‘bottoms.’’ The soil is 
plowed very deeply and made very mellow 


by the use of the harrow. Barnyard ma- 


nures or standard fertilizers are used, as the | 


soil must be put in good fertility to produce 
a successful crop. 


The seed is sown from April 20 to May 10, 


| and the crop is usually harvested between 


September 1 and 21. When the stalks do 
not exceed 8 feet in height the cutting is 
done with an ordinary sweep rake harvest- 


ing machine by cutting two-thirds the or- 


| dinary width of the swath, while a larger 


growth must be cut with a sickle, corn hook 
or short scythe. It is claimed that a light 
frost will not injure the crop and that there 
need be no haste in cutting it, the plant 
continuing to grow until the stalks have 


| turned a pale yellow. However this may 


be the opinion in New York State, where the 
fibre is employed in the coarser manufac- 
tures, a different idea prevails abroad ; that 


after the proper time for cutting has ar- 


rived the fibre deteriorates, and for fine 
manufactures there would be considerable 
loss in value. 

Since 1860, or even earlier, Illinois has 
préduced small quantities of hemp, the cen- 
sus of 1880 showing, however, but 61 tons 
of fibre, a great falling off from the produc- 
tion of previous years, when there was a 
demand for both flax and hemp in bagging 
manufacture. 

The hemp is grown extensively for fibre 





to be used in the manufacture of binder 
twine. In hemp culture in this section 
nearly everything is done by machinery, 
which reduces the cost of production to a 
very low figure. The seed is sown as early 
as possible—as soon as the ground is in 
condition—even as early as March 23, 
the date of sowing last year. The land is 
plowed in the fall, if possible, and in spring 
the large disk harrow is used, followed by 
the smoothing harrow. The seed is put in 
with a broadcast seeder and afterward care- 
fully harrowed. When the crop is ready to 
harvest it is cut with mowers and spread 
evenly that the retting may be accom- 
plished without the labor of turning over. 
If rainy, however, the Bullard hay tedder 
is used to change the position of the straw 
or stalks and to expose to the air the inside 
of any bunches that might be left to the 
action of the rains. The best yield of hemp 
recorded last season in Illinois was 1 ton of 
tow per acre. Any corn land will grow 


| hemp to perfection. 


The success with hemp culture in this 
section has induced others to embark in the 
industry, and during the coming year it 
will be extended, not only in the State of 
Illinois, but in others which hitherto have 
not been enumerated in the list of hemp 
growing States. With the further extension 
of this industry it is claimed that it will 
soon be possible to produce all the fibre 
needed for binder twine and similar uses 
that may be required by the country, 
though it is urged by those interested that 


adequate protection should be assured

Belt Tighteners. 


With open belts, where a tightener is 
used, it is best to place it near the smaller 
pulléy, since the arc of contact is iess there 
than on the larger pulley. The belt will, of 
course, slip easier on the pulley where there 
is the least contact; hence, by using the 
tightener in this position, the arc of contact 
is increased most on the pulley which needs 
it most.

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SUBDIVIDE D POW EHR. 


NE‘of the practical expedients of modern engineering, and one which has taken 
O a permanent and increasing hold upon manufacturers, is that of the, moderate 
Subdivision of Power. We are gratified to observe this, and may justly claim 

for ourselves a large share in the promotion of the movement in this direction. 


Recognizing early the sound results to be obtained from subdivision when 
applied with jadgment, it became evident at the same time that the single acting, 
self contained and self lubricating engine alone possessed the essentials to make 
the subdivision of power thoroughly practical and economical. Without press- 
ing it beyond the bounds of reasonable adaptability, we have made free use of 
subdivision under conditions where it has not been heretofore attempted, and 
thus far with uniformly satisfactory results. 

The objections heretofore urged to the subdivision of power are mainly 
brought upon two points. First, it is claimed that a single large engine is more 
economical than several smaller ones of equivalent power. This is unquestion- 
ably true in some degree when subdivision is carried to an extreme, and when 
referring only to duty per indicated horse power. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances the difference of economy due to size should not exceed 5 per cent., 
unless extreme subdivision of power is called for, in which case other advan- 
tages are held to more than balance the loss of fuel duty. Now, the point to be 
thoroughly understood is that the saving of horse power, due to the wiping out 
of an extended system of distribution by belts and shafting, will, in the general 
case, offset the 5 per cent. loss of duty many times over, In other words, where 
is the economy if @ large engine saves $1 in steam at the cylinder at an expense 
of $5 in lost power at the working point? There has been altogether too much 
straining after a minimum cost of fuel per horse power, to the disregard of the 
much more important question of the minimum cost of fuel per unit of output. 
The latter involves more than the specifie economy of the engine. 

Again, it is hastily assumed that multiplication of engines means multiplica- 
tion of attendance and maintenance. This criticism has largely disappeared in 
the face of the well-known characteristics of the single acting engine in this 
respect. The same engineer, who would otherwise handle a single large engine, 
is now made responsible for the plant of several engines. In some cases he will 
handle the throttle of the principal engine ‘only, the others, if small, being 
started and stopped by the floor foreman or the nearest workman. Other 
engineers make a practice of starting all the engines of the plant themselves ten 
minutes befere the hour, but practical considerations will govern in each case. 
The duties Of the engineer involve attention to the cylinder lubricator, oil 
supply, and a weekly inspection of the engine for up-keep. 

It is sometimes urged that the first cost of a subdivided power plant is 
greater than that of a single engine. As our engines are now built the cost does 
not vary largely per horse power throughout the medium and larger sizes, and 
the clean saving of the cost of pulleys and shafting is left as a heayy item to 
the good. Asa general statement, the total first cost of the generating and dis- 
tributing plant is materially less when subdivided than when shaft distribation 
is attempted from a single engine. 

The above is merely an outline of the drift of practice. Every case presents 
some new variety of conditions which must be considered on their individual 
merits. It may be taken as an axiom that the most direct distribution of power 
is the cheapest distribution of power, The general principle is evident that it 
will cost lees in original outlay, maintenance and efficiency, to carry power 
directly through a steam pipe to the point of application, rather than indirectly 
through a steam pipe followed by a complicated system of shafting. As one of 
our customers. phrases it, “ My steam pipes don’t slip or get a hot bearing.” 

To very briefly indicate the conditions under which subdivision is most 
natural, we enumerate as follows:

Particularly is this true when the 
nature of the machinery in each department requires a different speed; when 
the possibilities of accidental or necessary stoppage are present; or when the 
working hours differ under varying conditions. A fair illustration of this would 
be a paper mill, in which the rag room would run only at intervals, and should, 
therefore, be driven by an independent engine. In such a mil] it is also not un- 
common to drive the washers and the Jordan engines by separate power. In 
some cases this has been carried to the extreme of an engine to each pair of 
beaters, but there is hardly sufficient advantage to recommend this practice. 

WHEN THE USE OF POWER IS GROUPED AT DISTINCT 
CENTRES.—We call to mind a recent case of this character, where the original 
plans contemplated carrying steam about 100 feet from the boiler to a single 
engine in one direction, and from that point carrying a considerable portion of 
the power right back past the boiler through shafting and belts 100 feet in exactly 
the opposite direction. A little consideration showed the wisdom of placing an 
independent engine at the second centre of power and conveying the steam 
directly to it. In other words, take your steam directly to your work and make 
your power where you use it. 

WHEN SEVERAL FLOORS OF A MILL ARE BEST DRIVEN 
INDEPENDENTLY OF EACH OTHER.—This is a variation of the pre- 
ceding, a good illustration being the worsted mills of William Broachead & 
Sons, Jamestown, N. Y., in which a separate engine drives each floor, connected 
only through their steam and exhaust piping. 

WHERE A SINGLE PROCESS IS CONTINUOUS.—We have many 
striking instances of this character. We cite one refinery in which a blower 
requiring 60 horse pewer was run for eleyen months with but two stops to lace 
belts; or a still more noted instance, also a blower, in which a 10 horse power 
engine ran thirteen months.and eight days without astop. These cases, however, 
suggest themselves, and are possible only by means of independent power. 

ELECTRIC LIGHT STATIONS.—This is a large subject of a special 
nature, and outside of the scope of this article. We may say here, however, that 
no greater fallacy exists than the expectation of operating a general station on 
a varied service of are and incandescent lighting from a single engine. The 
constant portion of the load, as.the arc lights for street service, may very prop- 
erly be driven by a single engine, although from considerations of safety an‘ 
insurance the wisdom of even this is very doubtful. The variable portion of the 
load must be accompanied by variable units of power, if there is any expecta- 
tion of realizing the highest financial returns on the investment. This fact ha- 
been proven and reproven, and yet there are many who cannot seem to get be- 
yond the specific economy per horse power of a single large engine. How thi- 
power is economized after it is made and paid for seems to be passed over wit!) 
indifference. Time will bring wisdom on this point, and present practice i- 
already heavily in favor of independent power. 

The above illustrations simply sketch the various phases in which subdivide! 
power may be profitably applied. The decision of this and kindred point- 
should be left to the experienced engineer, or grave mistakes may be made. On 
would not think, for instance, of recommending subdivided power for a flo 
mill or for a cotton mill, in which all the processes form one coherent uni‘ 
But it becomes every manufacturer to disabuse himself straightway of th 
idea that the cost of power begins and ends at the engine. Let him recogniz 
the fact that the cost of power begins at the coal shovel and ends at the ledger.

The newspaper wrappers were without 
other printing than the embossed stamp. 
By law the department is not allowed to
